Increase in Cases. 
Reardon reported there has 
been a sharp increase in con- 


cealed weapons cases in St.

Under the other approved bill, 
the sale of narcotics would be 
punishable by a minimum sen- 
tence of five years, and the 
courts could not suspend sen- 
tence or grant a parole. At 
present, the minimum penalty 
is a fine and jail term not 
exceeding one year. 

The bill provides also that if 
the offender had a prior nar- 
cotics conviction, the minimum 
sentence would be 10 years. The 
maximum penalty would be life 
in prison, but if the sale was to 
a person under 21 years of age, 
the death penalty could be im- 
posed. 

Summons Service Bill. 

The committee recommended 
passage also of a _ House- 
approved bill requiring Missouri 
employers to assist constables 
in St. Louis, St. Louis. county 
and Jackson county in obtaining 
service of summonses on any of 
their employes when at work. 
The méasure, sponsored by Rep- 
resentative F. Neil Aschemeyer 
(Dem.), Olivette, amends a 1959 
law which imposed a similar 
obligation on employers in con- 
nection with the serving of sum- 
monses by sheriffs.

'Louis county, county authorities 


will support the city’s enabling 
legislation at Jefferson City, 
County Supervisor James H. J. 
McNary said yesterday. 

In a written statement, Mc- 
Nary made it clear that he be- 
lieves the interests of county 
residents come ahead of all other 
considerations in agreeing on a 
county site. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
has agreed to amend the city's 
bill in the Legislature to give 
the County Council veto power 
on any site that may be pro- 
posed. 

McNary said: 


“The immediate question of 
withdrawing our opposition to a 
city workhouse located in the 
is contingent upon our 
citizens having the protection of 
knowing that their county gov- 
ernment will have control of the 
site chosen, 

“In other words, the County 
Council, the county legislators 
(at Jefferson City) and | cer- 
tainly will co-operate with. the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen 
to whatever extent our county 
residents approve.”’ 

He then said that if a ‘‘feasible 
site can be finalized,” the county 
would not oppose the city’s pend- 
ing legislation. 

He continued: “It has been 
said that the city and county 
have a purely mutual] interest in 
the subject. Such thinking must 
be tempered by the faet the 
county has about a dozen poten- 
tial inmates of a workhouse com- 
pared to the city’s inmate popu- 
lation of about 400 prisoners.” 

Declaring this was hardly a 
mutual situation, McNary sug- 
gested that the most practicable 
solution would be for the county 
to board its inmates in a wholly 
owned city workhouse, regard- 
le’ of its site. 

He said that any county parti- 
cipation in a joint facility would 
require voter approval of a coun- 
ty bond issue to provide for the 
county’s share of the construc- 
tion cost. 

In a second statement, McNary 
replied to a recommendation of 
the county circuit court grand 
jury that all members of the 
County Planning Commission be 
appointed to their terms of of- 
fice. At present, terms of three 
members have expired but the 
commissioners are continuing to 
serve pending the appointment 
of their successors. 4

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 2 


(AP)—Herbert G. Klein,

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KENNEDY SCHOL AD 
BL GANS IN SENATE 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
A Senate education subcommit- 
tee today voted 8-1 to approve 
President Kennedy's $2,298,000,00 
proposal for federal aid to public 
grade and high schools. 

Only Senator Barry Goldwater 
(Rep.), Arizona, opposed the 
measure. Six Democrats and 
two Republicans voted to send | 
it to the full Labor and Public 
Welfare Committee. | 

The latter group is expected 
to approve it either Thursday or 
early next week. 

Democratic leaders hope to 
bring the legislation up on the 
Senate floor next week. 

The bill would authorize fed- 
eral. grants to the states over 
three years to be used for school 
construction, teacher salaries, or 
both at the option of the states. 

The grants would total $666,- 
000,000 the first year, $766,000,000 
the second, and $866,000,000 the 
third. 

Each state would receive a 
minimum of $15 a public school 
child each year./ Low income 
states would get larger grants 
for each pupil. 

Senator Wayne Morse (Dem.), 
Oregon, the subcommittee chair- 
man, called the vote “‘a very 
significant and important step” 
in enacting’ Mr. Kennedy’s 196! 
legislative program.

NEHRU ATTEMPTS 
TO BLOCK NAMING 
OF POLITICAL HEIR 


NEW DELHI, May 2 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Nehru proposed 
yesterday in Parliament a re- | 
organization of his party's lead- | 
ership that would make it more 
difficult for any one person to | 
emerge as his acknowledged 
political heir. 

Nehru recommended that the 
Congress party, which usually 
follows his lead, have two depu- 
ty lecders in Parliament in- 
stead of one. The Prime min- 
ister is the leader in both 
houses, and the post of deputy 
leader recently became vacant 
with the death of Home Minister 
G. B. Pant. 

Since then Nehru has tried to 
cut down the stature of the depu- 
ty leader’s post, for which 
rival factions have been squab- 
bling. Nehru, 70 years old, was 
groomed for leadership by 
Ghandi, still refuses to discuss 
the idea of a successor and dis- 
courages rivalry among his 
subordinates.

states, voted unanimously last | 
night to join the newly formed | 
United Church of Christ. | 

Eleven other synods have 
approved the proposed constitu- 
tion. The remaining synods will 
vote later this month. 

The new church was formed 
in June 1957 by a union of the 
General Council of the Congre- 
gational Christian Churches with 
the Evangelical and Reformed 
church. The new constitution 
will take effect when approved 
by two thirds of the individual 
Congregational churches and 33 
regional Evangelical and Re- 
formed synods voting.

The A.M.A. Off Base 


The current propaganda launched 
by the A.M.A. against a medical 
care program for the aged under 
the social security program is a 
gross distortion of the facts. 


Included in its reasons for sup- 
port of the Kerr-Mills bill is: “‘It. is 
now being put into operation in 46 
states, with the full support of the 
medical profession . . .” This would 
imply that 46 states have enacted 
legislation to implement the Kerr- 
Mills legislation. 


The truth is that only five states 


(Michigan, 


Oklahoma, 


West Vir- 


ginia, Massachusetts and Washing- 
ton) have adopted this legislation. 


Other states, 


including Missouri, 


have legislation under considera- 
tion but the staggering cost to the 
states under this proposal is almost 


prohibitive. 


Another distortion of fact is the 
statement: “It avoids waste of tax 
dollars because it is geared to need 
. . » does not make federal depend- 
ents out of all the elderly able to 
meet their own health-care ex- 
penses.”” The truth is all recipients 
of medical care services under the 
Kerr-Mills bill must meet certain 
eligibility requirements prescribed 
by the states and which can vary 
from one state to another. Medical 
care is not available as “a right’ 
as it would be under social security 
‘but only after the applicant was 
subjected to a thorough and search- 


ing investigation. 


A patchwork of 


programs would exist throughout 
the country with no similarity ex- 
cept in name. 

Instead of saving tax dollars it 
would increase substantially the red 
tape, administrative costs and bu- 
reaucracy of which the A.M.A. com- 


plains. 


Michigan has set up sepa- 


rate offices and specialized case- 
workers in each of its urban coun- 
ties to handle this program.

Laos—and After 


However the Laos crisis is resolved, South 
Viet Nam may soon succeed it as the emer- 
gency area of Southeast Asia. The Adminis- 
tration appears to be justified in planning to 
double the amount of military aid going to 
the government of South Viet Nam. The 
additional $41,000,000 will be available dur- 
ing the fiscal year starting in July. At the 
same time it is important that the United 
States make every effort to induce the Viet 
Nam government to speed up its program 
of social and political reform; fortunately, this 
also is contemplated. 

As is often the case on the Communist 
periphery, there is a dual problem in South 
Viet Nam. Communism has made gains there 
both because of armed guerrilla attacks and 
because social reform has been too long de- 
layed. For the time being, therefore; military 
aid and social reform must go together. A 
better life for the Vietnamese will not fend 
off the roving bands of Communist terrorists, 
nor will military action without the hope of 
social progress enlist the support of the 
people. 

a . . 

Washington estimates are that about 600 
persons a month are being killed by South 
Viet Namese Communists and their allies 
from the Communist-controlled northern por- 
tion of the country. The deteriorating situa- 
tion in Laos has made it easier for Vietminh 
insurgents from the north to slip into South 
Viet Nam. 

The ultimate solution in Laos, which bor- 
ders South as well as North Viet Nam, will 
of course have a profound effect on Viet Nam 
and on the stability of the Western-backed 
Ngo Dinh Diem regime. President Kennedy 
and the National Security Council have been 
considering this as well as the still-confused 
question of the Laotian cease-fire. 


Chairman Fulbright of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee is wisely opposed to 
sending American troops into Laos, even at 
the risk of a serious loss of United States 
prestige if Laos should fall to the Commu- 
nists. But the Administration must also try 
to determine whether the loss of Laos would 
mean heavier pressure on Viet Nam, whether 
the West should make a military stand in 
Viet Nam if necessary, whether the West 
should be prepared to abandon Southeast 
Asia rather than fight, or whether new ave- 
nues of diplomatic pressure can be opened up. 

: 


Mr. Kennedy’s ambassad@r-at-large, Averell 
Harriman, said in Laos on Monday that Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev must bear responsibility 
for further delay in a Laotian cease-fire. It 
appears certain that Khrushchev is trying 
to push the young Kennedy Administration 
as far as he can, The questions Mr. Kennedy 
and his advisers are pondering are: How far 
is Khrushchev really prepared to go, and 
what will it take to stop him? 


If only Laos were involved, the decision 
before the Administration would be less diffi- 
cult. Laos is a small place; the Laotians do 
not want to fight anyone. If Laos could be 
isolated, its loss would principally be loss of 
face. But how would that affect South Viet 
Nam, Cambodia and Thailand? This is rice 
country. It offers food and room for expan- 
sion to Red China. Is it to be kept free? If 
so, how? 

Ever since the United States went to the 
aid of Greece and Turkey under the Truman 
Doctrine, our national policy has been that 
of aiding threatened nations to maintain 
their freedom of choice. That is still Ameri- 
can policy, as it should be. But nothing 
President Kennedy has said in recent days 
is truer than his remark in Chicago that we 
can only help those who have the will them- 
selves to defend their own freedom. 


Where to Sleep, to Eat? 


While Missourians can be proud of the 
gradual opening of public accommodations to 
all citizens equally in major cities, in much 
of the state racial and even religious discrim- 
ination prevails. The Human Rights Commis- 
sion has found that Negroes cannot find lodg- 
ing in more than 86 per cent of the hotels 
and motels, or sit down in 84 per cent of the 
restaurants. 


This is the evidence which has prompted 


_the Missouri House to approve tentatively a 


new bill prohibiting such. discrimination in 
restaurants, hotels, theaters and similar ac- 
comodations for the public. The-bill requires 
the Commission to attempt persuasion before 
compulsion. Neighboring Illinois and Kansas, 
as well as other states, have similar laws. We 
congratulate the House for voting to inspire 
fair and uniform practice in Missouri. 


Security, Not Socialism 


So many charges of falsification have been 
hurled on both sides of the medical-care con- 
troversy that a debate between Secretary 
Ribicoff and the president of the American 
Medical Association might be helpful. Un- 
fortunately, the Secretary’s challenge may 
not be accepted; but somebody ought to try 
to get the discussion of this question back on 
the rails. 


For example, we cannot agree with .the 
bulletin of the St. Louis Medical Society that 
the Kennedy plan would introduce socialized 
medicine. Its sole objective is to provide 
through Social Security—more akin to insur- 
ance than anything else—for the cost to re- 
tired persons of hospitalization, nursing home 
care and the like. It is needed because, de- 
spite assertions in medical association publi- 
cations, the Kerr-Mills Act of last year is 
inadequate. 


Urging letters to legislators to induce Mis- 
souri to join in the Kerr-Mills program, the 
local bulletin states that this “can be work- 
able and fair, provided that means tests and 
perhaps a lien and recovery law are enacted.” 
That is the turning point of the debate. Even 
if Kerr-Mills money is accepted, it can be 
used only to help those who take a pauper’s 
oath. Should not Americans have the oppor- 
tunity to provide during working years for 
the requirements of age? 


The St. Louis medical bulletin is “against 
wholesale distribution of funds under Social 
Security, which has been demonstrated to be 
financially unsound.” It states that “the pro- 
fession is still on record as against Social 
Security in general.” Perhaps. The American 
people, however, long ago accepted Social 
Security as one of the most heartening inno- 
vations in their history. 

The most progressive nations have adopted 
it in principle. No less than 56 foreign 


countries have more or less similar systems. 
No less than 33 nations provide health in- 
surance, generally more far-reaching than 
the Kennedy plan, 

Why do American doctors allow an organi- 
zation which speaks in their collective name 
to resist so strenuously a proposal which is 


so much more limited than Britain’s? Surely | 


our doctors do not advocate a pauper’s oath 
for the aged. 


Try Again in the County 

The plan for new Missouri House districts 
informally approved by the County Council's 
Democratic majority is deficient on the two 
counts by which it must be judged—which is 
to say it needs to be completely redone. The 
districts it offers fall a good deal short of 
being nearly equal in population, and in sev- 
eral instances they are not nearly as compact 
as they ought to be. 


The districts range in population from a 
low of 31,289 in the southwest Eleventh Dis- 
trict to 56,694 in the east-central (University 
City area) Seventh, or from about 34 per 
cent below the ideal size of 50,252 to about 
12 per cent in excess of it. Five of the dis- 
tricts are 10 per cent or more greater than 
the ideal; one, the west-central Eighth, is 17 
per cent below the ideal. Six of the districts 
fall within the range of six per cent above 
or six per cent below the ideal. But as a 
whole this is far too great a disparity in popu- 
lation totals to be permitted to stand. 

From the point of view of compactness 
the districts tend to be more reasonable ap- 
proaches to the ideal than from the popula- 
tion standard. Even so, the University City 
Seventh district, which is too large anyway, 
unnecessarily jogs through a narrow open- 
ing to burst into a part of Wellston. There 
are some peculiar indentations in the north 
side Second, and the Tenth, paralleling the 
city’s West End. 


It may be that some of this loose drafts- 
manship grows out of efforts to follow town- 
ship lines; if so, that is a mistake. The town- 
ships exist principally as units of party or- 
ganization; they have no real relationship to 
local or state government. What is more they 


vary in size quite markedly, But the practi, 


cal effect of using township lines is to give 
one party—or one faction of one party—con- 
trol over a particular seat, and no doubt that 
is what the Democrats had in mind. 


Republican claims of bias aside, the boun- 
daries of the districts ought to be redrafted 
because they do not meet the spirit of the 
constitutional injunction for districts as com- 
pact and as nearly equal in population as 
may be. The Election Board in St. Louis 
created city districts that were reasonably 
compact and almost precisely equal in popula- 
tion. The Council’s Democratic majority surely 
ought to be able to do the same. 


Leaks and the National Interest 


Representative John Moss has added an 
interesting note to the controversy over Pres- 
ident Kennedy’s suggestion that the press 
exercise voluntary restraints during the cold- 
war period. Mr. Moss, chairman of the Spe- 
cial Government Information Subcommittee, 
points out that in almost every instance, so- 
called breaches of security investigated by 
his group have turned out to be “carefully 
controlled leaks of information favorable to 
the viewpoint of some government official, 
federal agency or military service.” That 
underlines one of the difficult questions in 
this field—how to separate genuine security 
matters from matters involving bureaucratic 
cover-up. It seems to us that the best agency 
to evaluate situations like this is the indi- 
vidual newspaper, acting independently. Ed- 
itors are in a position to inform themselves 
if national security really is at stake and to 
act accordingly, and to expose mistakes so 
the people may act accordingly. 


Meeting of the Waters 


Visitors who admire the Milles fountain 
representing the meeting of the Mississippi 
and Missouri rivers are sometimes surprised 
to learn that the actual confluence is ex- 
tremely difficult to reach. Naturally enough, 
they expect some soft of overlook at one of 
the most significant sites in the United States, 
the mid-way point on the great inland water- 
way so prominent in the country’s geography, 
history, economics and politics. It does seem 
almost perverse that the area has been al- 
lowed to remain the almost inaccessible fload 
plain that it is. 


Proposals, of course, have been advanced 
time and again to remedy this neglect. Now 
another is made by Alfred Kahn, the county’s 
assistant planning director. He calls for a 
national park on the crescent of land on the 
water side of the proposed Columbia Bottoms 
industrial park. Though the site is nation- 
ally important, it is a question whether it 
really needs national attention. 

When and if the Columbia Bottoms levee 
is built, local enterprise surely will provide 
access and a suitable space for the viewing 
of the rivers. Missouri also might consider 
establishing a small state park opposite Co- 
lumbia Bottoms on the land which really lies 
between the two rivers. Perhaps it is not 
feasible to have this accessible when the riv- 
ers are in flood. Yet at other tiines it should 
be possible to visit it conveniently. A suit- 
able observation point, properly landscaped, 
ought to be established by the state—or even 
the county—without calling on Washington.

Roads Win a Point 


The blacktop bill has been eviscerated by 
amendment in the Missouri House, and if 
legislative burial results, the bill will be un- 
lamented. 


This measure would have required the 
Highway Department to accept alternate bids 
as between Portland cement concrete and 
asphaltic concrete for all highways, and also 
to accept the lowest bid. Since the cheapest 
construction material does not always repre- 
sent the cheapest maintenance, the effect 
might have increased the long-range cost of 
roads. But the efforts of asphalt interests 
to override the judgment of highway en- 
gineers on how to build highways lost through 
an amendment. The amendment limits alter- 
nate bids to highways not built with federal 


aid funds, meaning highways which are usual- 


ly built of asphalt anyway. 


For the first time, in this Legislature, the

Cuba and the West 


President Kennedy's Policy Ignores Nature of Enemy, says British Newspaper

Most liberal opinion in England 
welcomed President Kennedy’s elec- 
tion as the beginning of what looked 
like a more progressive and dynamic 
period in American history. On Cuba, 
he has disappointed many people here. 
It is right that he should know this— 
not because anyone wants to black- 
mail him, but simply in order that he 
should know what his silent constitu- 
ents all over the world are thinking. 


For President Kennedy is, after all, 
the leader of the alliance. He carries 
our fate in his 
hands no less than

own countrymen,

On Cuba this is what the President 
has done. By supporting Dr, Cardona’s 
invasion he has strengthened Dr. Cas- 
tro and pushed him still further into 
the arms of the Soviet Union. By ap- 
pealing to the Monroe Doctrine he has 
inflamed Latin American susceptibili- 
ties on one of their most tender spots. 


In the United States the Monroe Doc- 
trine is seen as the guarantee of the 
independence of the Western Hemi- 
sphere. South of the Rio Grande, it 
looks more like a hypocritical cover 
for North American imperialism.

Monroe Doctrine, have insisted that it 
has the sanction of national necessity. 
To this, two things must be said. 
First, hardly anyone outside the 
United States can believe that Cuba is 
a threat to American security or that 
there is any “national necessity” to 
crush Dr, Castro. President Kennedy 
has said that he wiil intervene in Cuba 
if the Russians are given missile 
launching sites on the island. But even 
if the Soviet Union got missile launch- 
ing sites from Dr. Castro, Cuba would 
be no more serious a threat to the 
United States than Turkey (with Amer- 
ican bases) now is to the Soviet Union. 
Mr. Khrushchev has not threatened 
to send a Russian army into Turkey. 
In any case, the plea of “national 
necessity” cannot be accepted as a 
justification for aggression. All ag- 


gressors have always claimed that 
their transgressions were compelled by 
“‘national necessity.”” It was “‘national 
necessity’’ that led Britain and France 
into the Suez invasion. It was ‘‘national 
necessity” that led Hitler into Poland. 
To allow a plea of ‘‘national necessity” 
is to allow a nation to be prosecutor 
and judge in its own Cause, and to 
make the rule of international law im- 
possible. It is, in fact, a return to the 
law of the jungle. 


The most distressing feature of Pres- 
ident Kennedy’s policy, and of the 
American newspaper comments on our 
criticisms of it, is that they ignore the 
real nature of the enemy they claim 
to be fighting. Communism is not a 
plague like the Colorado beetle, to be 
stamped out by force. Communism is 
an idea: one of the most plausible 
persuasive ideas in human history. 


It is, of course, backed by the armed 
might of the Soviet Union. But the 
danger the West now faces in Latin 
America and Africa is not that of di- 
rect Soviet intervention, nor even that 
of a Communist conspiracy advancing 
by stealth. The real danger is that 
Latin Americans and Africans may de- 
cide, of their own free will, that the 
Communist picture of the world is 
more truthful and more promising than * 
the West’s. 


If that should happen, then the West + 
is indeed doomed—for in the last ree © 
sort, no’power on earth can withstand 
the advance of an idea. President Ken- 
nedy’s policy towards Cuba has given 
new plausibility to the Communist 
myth that his country is the citadel of 
imperialism, If the President were to 
continue on his present course, he 
would make Communism more danger- 
ous, not less.

SOCIAL CHANGE IN LATIN AMER.- 
ICA TODAY: ITS IMPLICATIONS 
FOR UNITED STATES POLICY, by 
Richard Adams, and others. 
(Harper, for the Council on Foreign 
Relations. 353 pgs., $5.) 


Evidence of the new social forces at 
work in Latin America is contained in 
this new study put out by the Council 
on Foreign Relations. Articles dealing 
with these forces as reflected in Peru, 
Bolivia, Brazil, Guatemala and Mexico 
are included—and the authors of the 
several articles are all authorities in 
their fields. 


For example, Oscar Lewis of the 
University of Illinois writes on Mexico, 
a country he knows intimately. Prof. 
Lewis marks 1940 as a turning point in 
the Mexican story, when the “distinc- 
tively agrarian and revolutionary phase 
of the Mexican Revolution” ended and 
a new phase, sometimes called the in- 
dustrial revolution or, by others, “a 
shift to the right,” began. 


And since that time, urbanization, 
diversification and other aspects of 
modern industrialized nations have ap- 
peared in Mexico. Moreover, a growth 
of better relations with the United 
States has resulted. Mr. Lewis con- 
cludes: 

“ . , Because of Mexico’s prestige 
among Latin American nations as a 
people that has carried out an authen- 
tic national revolution of its own, Mex- 
ico can also be, more than any other 
Latin neighbor, both a testing-ground 
and an interpreter of the value and ad- 
vantages of friendship and co-operation 
with the United States.” 


All the articles deal with similar 
subjects in each of countries surveyed. 
And the conclusions of the several au- 
thors, in sum, is that while United 
States-Latin American relations will 
continue to undergo a severe testing, 
hope for better hemispheric relations 
is not unwarranted—if these nations 
continue their social and political de- 


velopments and the United States offers 
tangible understanding to them.

Mantle, the-bull-necked blond 
switch-hitter, had one sensa- 
tional triple-crown season, 1959, 
when he. batted .365 and also 
led the American League in 
home runs, 52, and RBIs, 130. 

Like the Yankees’ slugger, 
Mays, the terror of the Giants, 
has had seasons that would be 
considered the ultimate by 
most players, but not by—or 
for—Willie. His best years were 
1954 when he hit .345 with 41 
homers and '55 when he belted 
51 home runs, drove in 127,and 
stole 24 bases. 

Now, apparently happier un- 
der new manazers, Mays and 
Mantle, the perfect players, are 
behaving as though they’re go- 
ing to pass those previous 
peaks. 


Labor Relations 

Yes, we know, they’re pro 
fessionals, men paid to play, 
and they shouldn’t care how 
they’re handled, just as long 
as their names are spelled 
cor.ectly on the first and fif- 
teenth of each month. 

The truth is, though, that 
men react differently to dif- 
ferent treatment. For that mat- 
ter, Stan Musial is rare, pos- 
sessing the disposition that 
enabled him to put out the 
same for seven managers, re- 


serving his opinions, but not. 
his effort. 
Mantle, it’s apparent, re- 


sented Casey Stengel’s at- 
tempts to push and prod him 
into the perfection the veteran 
manager saw as a thrilling 
possibility. The old man was 
almost too possessive. Stengel 
inherited DiMaggio, Rizzuto, 
but HE brought up Mantle 
from Class C to the majors, 
from Joplin to New York. 

With the speed and power of 
the body beautiful he saw be- 
fore him, Ol’ Case wanted No. 
7 to be not only the best home- 
run hitter, but also the best 
bunter, base-runner and out- 
fielder. Stengel probably 
preached too much in the early 
days when the kid wanted to 
pop his bubble gum and sow 
his oats. 

Inheriting a more mature 
Mantle, who now has seen the 
sights on and off Broadway, 
Ralph Houk quietly bestowed, 
no pun intended, the mantle of 
authority on Mickey. The Ma- 
jor decided that, rather than 
be led, the slugger could lead. 
And what leadership a proud 
Mantle has given so far. 

The opinion continues here 
that with a 162-game schedule, 
pitching spread thin through a 
10-team league and a most in- 
viting target in Los Angeles’ 
Wrigley Field Jr., Mantle just 
might break the most glamor- 
ous record on the books, Babe 
Ruth’s 60 homers of 1927. 


Four for Alvin 

Mays’ day came a day 
earlier for Willie than for the 
kids and Commies this year. 
Willie’s wonderful walloping 
Sunday—four home  runs— 
served merely to emphasize 
how happy he is to be playing 
for Alvin Dark. 

Next to Leo Durocher, Dark 
taught Mays the most when 
he was a grass-green rookie 
rushed up to the Polo Grounds 
10 years ago this month, to 
help the Giants win a dra- 
matic pennant, 

Durocher, recognizing a gold 
mine even when he saw it with

Those Dodgers won their 
first 10 games and owned a 21.2 
mark and a nine-game lead by 
May 8. The club that overcame 
the worst start in a comparable 
period to win the pennant was 
New York’s °51 Giants, who 
dropped 11 of their first 13.

Merely Money 

NEW YORK, May 2—When 
Globemaster won the Wood 
Memorial on his way to the 
Kentucky Derby, it was sug- 
gested here that he and the 
filly Idun might be the only 
horses costing more than $60.- 
000 as yearlings that won 
back their purchase price. 
Globemaster, an $80,000 year- 
ling, has collected $150.744 
and is at Churchill Downs for 
the laudable purpose of mak- 
ing it a quarter-million on Sat- 
urday. 

Well, it develops that there 
is one other colt that went for 
a filthy fortune as a yearling 
and subsequently won himself 
out. This is the Kerr Stable’s 
Prince Blesséd, now four years 
old and still racing. He was 
bought for $77,000 and in 27 
races up to now has earned 
$92,780. Now let’s look at some 
others. 


The highest price ever paid 
for a thoroughbred yearling 
at. an American auction was 
$87,000 forked over by Liz 
Lunn at Saratoga in 1956 for 
Rise ‘n Shine, a son of Hy- 
perion. Now six and still in 
training, he has repaid his 
charming owner $21,965 over 
five years which figures out 
to an annual refund of $4393. 
At that rate he should get 
back the remaining $65,035 by | 
the time he is 21. 


Rise ’n Shine’s price topped 
the existing American record 
by $1000, the F. J. Adams 
Syndicate having paid $86,000 
in 1954 for Nalur, which wound 
up his racing career with earn- 
ings of $6575. 


New Broom Costly 

Counting oe Ramat, there 
have been four yéarlings that 
sold for $80,000 flat. Tulsan, 
one of Nasrullah’s.many sons, 
brought that figure in 1955, 
didn’t race as a two-year-old, 
started 25 times at three and 
four, won twice and collected 
$8,040. He’s through. 

Jeff's Uh Oh—and how’s that 
for an $80,000 name? — was 
a yearling in 1956. raced 
through 1960 and got $30,985 
back for Mr. and Mrs. George 
Lewis. 


Royal Dragoon ranked even 
with Globemaster at the top 
of the 1959 sales. He won once 
in nine starts last year, made 
$5050, and died unexpectedly 
last September at Belmont. 

Tudorka, bred in England by 
the Aga Khan, was sold at 
Saratoga in 1954 to Mrs. Elean- 
ora Sears, a lady squash play- 
er who enjoys walking. Hiking 
up and down and across New 
England, she saved up $75,000 
in.cab fares and chucked it all 
in-on this Tudor Minstrel colt, 
which waited until he was three 
before going to work. He 
picked up $3910 in five starts 
Over two years, winning once, 
and hasn’t done a lick since 
1957. 

Considering the depreciation 
of the dollar, chances are 
the most expensive thorough- 
bred was New Broom, which 
brought $75,000 at Saratoga in 
1928. He raced at two and 
never won at all, earning a 
tidy $200 in seven starts. Tried 
in stud, he turned out to be 
a bleeder, so they used him 
as a polo pony. 


- The e Jugheads 


thoroughbred owners 
sai regard the standardbred 
as a poor country cousin, but 
the surprising fact is that in 
two of the last three years a 
harness horse has brought a 
higher price than any runner. 
Last year, for instance, a trot- 
ting colt named Mon Mite, now 
en route to Roosevelt Raceway 
tp begin his career, topped all 
auctions at $81,000. And in 1958 
a syndicate headed by Stanley 
Dancer got up $105,000 for 
Dancer Hanover. 


This was hailed at the time 
as the world record for a year- 
ling of any breed, but it was 
only the American record. 
Dancer Hanover was the first 
love-child from the union of 
the great pacing sire Adios 
artd The Old Maid, which had 
produced two champions. 

Though the colt was bred for 
extreme pacing speed, al! he 
would do for Stanley Dancer 
on his farm at New Egypt, 
NJ., was trot slowly. After 
two months of painstaking in- 
struction, Dancer got him 
pacing reluctantly, but then 
juvenile ailments laid the cclt 
up. Lawrence B. Sheppard, the 
breeder, didn’t want a reputa- 
tion for peddling $105,000 lem- 
ons so he bought him back for 
$200,000 and turned him over 
to Del Miller. 


At two, Del was able to race 
Dancer Hanover once and win 
with him, but it was a non- 
betting event at Vernon Downs 
with no purse. Last year 
Miller had him going well, got 
13 victories out of 24 starts, 
winning $33,606. This year, Dei 
believes, he'll pace a hole in 
the wind. 

As to that world record for 
yearlings, it was establishea 
in 1945’at Newmarket in Eng- 
land by his highness the Ma- 
harani Sita Devi Gaekwar cf 
Baroda. In a sale consuming 
exactly 120 seconds, the Gaek- 
war paid $117,600 for Sava- 
jirao, a brother of that year’s 
Epsom Derby winner, Dante. 

_ There are plenty of other 
tales like the story of Imperial 
Hanover, which cost $72,000 in 
1949 and never won, collecting

ON SGHOOL AID PLAN 


Catholic bishops should seek 
an amendment to the United 
States Constitution to “legalize 
their claims for tax support for 
their denominational schools,” a 
Protestant leader said here yes- 
terday. 

The proposal was made by the 
Rev. C. Stanley Lowell of Wash- 
ington, associate director of 
Protestants and Other Americans 
United for Separation of Church 
and State. He addressed the or- 
ganization’s St. Louis chapter at 
a public meeting in St. John’s 
Methodist Church, 5000 Washing- 
ton boulevard. 

“Since the constitutionality of 
any federal aid to church schools 
is admittedly dubious, why 
should not its proponents resolve 
doubt by seeking an amendment 
to the Constitution,”’ the Rev. 
Mr. Lowell said. 

If such an amendment were 
ratified, he said, there no longer 
_would be any question about pro- 
grams of aid to church schools 
which Congress might approve.

“CAN YOU BELIEVE IT?” the teacher said softly to the 
wide-eyed little boys and girls. “While you were sleeping, all 
these people came to a party.” 

“Is it a birthday party?” one little boy asked, peering 

: through the glass door at 
the group in the next 
room. 

“No, it’s called an anni- 
versary party,” the teach- 
er, Dorothy Welhoelter, 
explained. ‘‘Now, do you 
think each of you could 
carry one of these in when 
I tell you it’s time?” 

Inside the big room, 


president of the Board of 
South Side Day Nursery, 
was presenting citations 
to the friends of the nurs- 
ery. The oldest day care 
center west of the Missis- 
sippi (and a United Fund 
agency), South Side was 


Sc. kt celebrating its seventy- 
fifth anniversary. It was 
CLARISSA START a big day. 


One by one the children 
went in, shyly and solemnly, and presented his gift—a plas- 
ter of paris paperweight, dotted with confetti-like colored 
gravel to resemble a cupcake—to the guests of honor. 


There was Bruce Hayward, chief barker for the 
Variety Club, which guaranteed a loan of $40,000 for 
the nursery when it lost its old home and had to build 
the present one at 2930 Iowa avenue, and still sup- 
ports day care in many ways. There were repre- 
sentatives of the Needlework Guild, South Side 
Kiwanis, Stix, Baer and Fuller, Christmas Carol Asso- 
ciation, the Girl Scouts, Betsy Ross Conclave 14 of 
the Order of True Kindred, the Volunteer Bureau, the 
Christmas Bureau and the Old Newsboys. All of these 
grown-ups had done something to help the children, 
as had the many, many volunteers on hand. 


Ideas on day care have changed considerably since South 
Side first opened up: 

“The emphasis used to be on keeping the children quiet,” 
one old timer among the volunteers recalled. ‘“‘They were 
supposed to sit on little chairs with their hands folded until 
it was time for a nap. I remember how horrified some of 
the people were when we introduced a sandbox to the nursery.” 

Today the sandbox has been expanded to a fascinating 
array of outdoor play equipment that looks like a miniature 
Disneyland. Outside the window the traffic was terrific, as 
tricycles, wagons, small cars and pounding little feet circled 
the playground. . 

Even when they’re indoors, today’s pre-schoolers are 
active. As Mrs. Max Putzel pointed out in a talk on the 
history of day care, many families owe much to this idea 
of caring for children while parents are at work. But in addi- 
tion to the actual recipients, the average mother owes a 
great deal to this inventive institution of day care, 


Stuck with the kids indoors on a rainy day? Do 
as they do at South Side and try some of these proj- 
ects: Necklace made of macaroni, colored with food 
coloring and strung together; mobiles made of colored 
eggshells, or popsickle sticks and macaroni; balloon 
“sculptures,” achieved by dipping string in flour- 
water paste, wrapping it around a balloon and popping 
the balloon when dry; paste-ups with scraps of fabric 
and paper; food coloring tinted soap flakes beat up 
with an eggbeater (do this at your own risk); dress- 
up with boxes of old clothes. 


~¥f the going gets a bit hectic, reflect that South Side is 
caring for 35 of these bundles of indefatigable energy—and 
wish it a happy seventy-fifth anniversary.

THE FAME and popularity of 
a couple of guys from The Hill 
named Joe and Yogi have left 
their mark, we have been told, 
on the youth of that neighbor- 
hood. There was a time when 
boys from The Hill grew up 
with all sorts of ambitions, just 
like boys everywhere. But not 
any more. Now all they want to 
be is big league baseball players. 

We were somewhat relieved 
to learn there has been one 
notable exception in recent years. 
Not that there is anything wrong 
with being a big league ball 
player, we hasten to point out. 
It’s just a question of how many 
Joe Garagiolas and Yogi Berras 
this country could absorb. 

The exception, whose name is 
George Gitto, with a soft G, 
stretches from baseball to Shake- 
speare. He is back from New 
York to portray Petruchio in 
“The Taming: of the Shrew’”’ 
which opens the Webster College 
Fine Arts Festival on Thursday 
night. 

The play, incidentally, will be 
presented out-of-doors in the 
style of the Elizabethan theater, 
and will be fairly top-heavy with 
atmosphere. The school recently 
acquired an estate in Webster 
Groves, which is now the Fine 
Arts campus. The place has a 
30-room house on it, and by coin- 
cidence the back of the building 
is nearly identical to the house 
where Shakespeare was born. 
The atmosphere will be further 
enhanced by the fact that there 
will be gallery seats for the 
gentry, but the common people 
will sit on the ground. 

Shakespearean productions 
have been a tradition at Webster 
college since 1919 and ‘‘Taming 
of the Shrew’”’ was one of their 
first. It so happens it was the 
first full length play in which 
Gitto appeared when he was a

drama student at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, away back in 1956. 

We had a long talk with Gitto 
the other afternoon. He is 25 
years old, six feet tall, slender, 
dark, and in the process of grow- 
ing a beard. He looks, as we told 
him, like a young Vincent Price. 
This he took in his stride. For 
several years now, he confessed, 
people have been telling him he 
looks like a young Vincent _Price. 
He finds the idea pleasing and 
hopes someday to meet Price, 
whom he considers a very ac- 
complished actor. 

George’s father, whose name 
is also George, works for a dress 
manufacturer; one of his older 
brothers, Paul, is a draftsman 
and another older brother, 
Charles, has a pizza restaurant 
called Gitto’s, on The Hill.

George did better during his 
four years at McBride High 
School.

THE OUTCOME of many 
hands played by declarer de- 


pends upon how the defenders’ 
cards are divided. When de- 
clarer can make his contract 
only if the adverse cards are 


divided in a certain way, he 
should play on the basis that 
distribution. exists. 

Here ig a case where it would 
be easy for declarer to go 
wrong. South is in three no- 
trump and West leads a spade.

After graduation from St. Louis 
University, George went to work 
for his brother, serving pizzas 
and ‘wondering what to do. 
George, incidentally, is well 
equipped vocally for classical 
drama. He has splendid chest 
tones and excellent diction. At 
his brother’s pizzeria, his diction 
had a tendency to surprise the 
customers. When he asked them 
what kind of pizza they wanted, 
sounding a little like Sir Lau- 
rence Olivier, it threw them into 
confusion. ‘‘Are you from Eng- 
land?” they kept asking. 

Early in the summer of 1958, 
he auditioned for Municipal 
Opera. He was told that he 
should be auditioning for the 
American Shakespeare Festival 
Theater and Academy of Strat- 
ford, Conn. The theater and 
academy, modeled after the fes- 
tival theater at Stratford-on- 
Avon, was started in 1954 to pro- 
vide a permanent home for 
Shakespeare in this country and 
to maintain an academy where 
American actors could receive 
training in classical acting. 

The theater employs a basic 
acting company and brings in 
stars for leading roles.

Bronchiectasis 


BRONCHIECTASIS IS A DISEASE which doesn’t get 
nearly the publicity it deserves. 
The combination of symptoms gives the doctor a very 
-_, clue to the presence of the disease. Added to the ones 
: , hi I mentioned yesterday, the 
doctor may detect gurgly 
moisture in the lungs, and 
this is highly suggestive of 
bronchiectasis although, of 
course, like somany symp- 
toms, it may be found in 
other diseases, too. The 
pattern of symptoms is 
usually what a physician 
looks for. A group of 
symptoms gives the an- 
swer, whereas a _ single 
symptom can be extreme- 
ly misleading. 


DR. MOLNER 


WITH BRONCHIECTASIS, which is a dilation of 
the bronchial tubes or the smalled branches of them, 
the confirmation is often made by X-ray. 

An ordinary chest X-ray may show signs that are 
suggestive of this disease, but a special type, called 
a bronchogram, is required for a positive answer. 

A bronchogram, also called “lung mapping,” in- 
volves the introduction of fluid into the affected areas, 
the fluid showing in the X-ray the “‘puddling” which 
is characteristic in the dilated passages. 

Treatment varies, depending on the severity of 
the case. 


Sometimes postoral drainage helps a great deal—that is, 
“having the patient rest with head lower than the chest, so 
‘the accumulated mucus can drain out of the expanded 
-pockets, rather than having to be coughed up. After a little 
“period of trying to do it by coughing, the patient gets under- 
‘standably tired of the effort! 

Antibiotics are a logical and wsafel adjunct. There is 
Anfection «present, and until it is cleared up, there is no 
‘reason to expect the trouble to repair: itself. 


If the case is extensive, or if bleeding has oc- 
curred, then surgical removal of the affected area 
may be advisable. Heavy hemorrhage, after all, can 
be serious and even fatal. 

Some years ago surgery involving the lung was a 
difficult undertaking. However, in the last decade or 
two, the situation has changed. Antibiotics, newer 
surgical techniques, blood transfusions, better anes- 
thesia, and some lesser factors, have made enormous 
improvement in the success of such operations. 


I do not favor surgery unless other treatments don’t help, 
lor cannot be expected to help. If surgery is needed, then go 
ahead confidently. In bronchiectasis, the patient's outlook is 
five times as good with surgery as without it. 

For the final questions: I don’t know about liquor, but 
I certainly will say that smoking certainly will aggravate 
bronchiectasis, and the ‘‘continued cold” is quite characteris- 
tic. So without any ifs, ands or buts, I decidedly say: Stop 
smoking. 

NOTE TO L. M.: There is no cure for vitiligo. Modern 
drugs sometimes help very much; sometimes they don’t. And 
sometimes vitiligo goes away spontaneously. In any évent, 
4 is not dangerous or harmful, It just has an odd appearance.

Buster Crabbe, Bitter Tarzan

NEW YORK, May. 2. 

BUSTER CRABBE, an Olym 
pic star in the early 1930s; who 
established 16 world swimming 
records and 35 national records, 
looks back on his career as a 
movie actor with some bitter- 
ness and regrets. He has none 
of this about his career as an 
athlete. 

A tall, husky, sun-tanned man 
with the broad, powerful shoul- 
ders of a swimmer, carefully 
watching his diet, he told briefly 
and succinctly how he happened 
to go into the movies. 

“I was a first-year law stu 
dent at the University of South- 
ern California and I got a place 
on the United States Olympic 


swimming team.” he said. ‘‘l 
was getting a lot of publicity 
in 1932 and one day, while | 


was living out at the Olympic 
Village, a truck from Para- 
mount came out and they picked 
40 of us to take a screen test 
for a Tarzan picture. 


“I did it as a big lark. Act- 
ing had never entered my head. 
1 always thought there was 
something a little odd about the 
kids in school who went out for 
plays. A couple of weeks later, 
the guy from Paramount came 
back and asked 10 of us to 
come back for another test. 


“You know how they finally 
picked me? They got 25 secre- 
taries on the Paramount lot 
to watch the screen tests and 
vote for their choice for Tar- 
zan. I won. They offered me 
$100 a week. I didn’t think 
twice. My folks didn’t have 
any money. I’d been making 
$12 a week, putting myself 
though school, working as a 
clerk in a stock room. I took 
it. There went my career as 
a lawyer. That may have been 
my first big mistake.”’ 


Crabbe, who grew up in Hono- 
lulu, where his father was over- 
seer at a pineapple plantation, 
said it was clearly a mistake 
that he started his Hollywood 
career at the top. He was the 
seventh in a line of Tarzans that 
now numbers 13. “‘King of the 
Jungle’ was a _ super-<ollossal 
production that made him a star 
and then dropped him right to 
the bottom of the well of anony- 
mity. 

“It was a bad start,”’ he said. 
“T should have learned how to 
act with experience in small 
parts and had some place to 
climb. Paramount kept me 
around, but they pushed me into 
bit parts in punk pictures, | 
never got any help from a good 
director. Just because I was a 
swimmer doesn’t mean I was a 
dummy. I could have learned to 
be a good actor, 

“I’ve been in B pictures al! 
my life. Just go down to Forty- 
second street here in New York 
and see some of those B movies. 
I’m in all of them. I still have 
an ambition to be in one good 
movie, working with a top direc- 
tor.” 

He said, however, that his 
championship swim ming has 
Served him well, 

“Swimming has always been 
an asset to me,” he said. ‘“‘It’s 
given me a livelihood, and op- 
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portunities I'd never have had 
without it. I swim every day. | 
still enjoy the exercise.” 

Crabbe and his wife, Virginia 
now live in an apartment in Pel- 
ham, in Westchester county 
here, but they also have a house 
in Brentwood, in Los Angeles. 
They bought this home when 
their daughter, Susan, 
she wanted to leave Wellesley 
after her freshman year to go 
to college at UCLA. 

“We thought it would be nice 
to have a house out there so 
Susan could bring her friends 
home for the weekend, all that 
stuff,” he said. ‘‘Naturally, we'd 


hardly moved in when she met | 


this boy and announced to us 
that she wanted to get married.” 
Susan is now Mrs. Nicholas 
Holt and has a year-old daugh- 
ter, Linden, named for her fa- 
ther, Clarence Linden Crabbe 


“That makes it clear, doesn’t 
it? Why my father called me 
Buster,” said Crabbe. “I know 
it’s a juvenile name, but | got 
used to it and I never had any 
desire to change it.” 


Crabbe also has a son, Cuppy, 
16, who appeared with him on 
his Captain Gallant 
series.

syndication. 

“Speaking of mistakes,”’ said 
Crabbe. “Il was offered a west- 
ern series six years ago. I 
turned it down because I

Still, Crabbe does not lack for 
enterprises. He is director of 
water sports at the Concord Ho- 
tel in Kiamesha Lake in New 
York. He is associated with a 
company which ‘manufactures 
Buster Crabbe Swim Pools. He 
owns and runs a summer camp 
for boys, Camp Meenahga, near 
Saranac Lake. 

“T think I get the biggest sat- 
isfaction out of the camp,” he 
said. “If you get a bratty kid 
in June and turn him into a, rea- 
sonably nice boy by Labor Day, 
it’s pretty rewarding. When you 
look back, you know, you like to
